Claims 32-38, and 44-50 are allowable because the prior arts submitted on 9/04/2004 in the 
Information Disclosure Statement (PTO-1449) do not teach or suggest the claimed method of 
detecting the presence of an analyte wherein the pore-subunit polypeptides is a modified pore- 
subunit polypeptide comprising a pore-subunit polypeptide covalently linked to an exogenous 
sensing moiety. Additionally, the claims are allowed for the reason that the prior art of Church 
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et al. (US Patent 5,795,782) and Braha et al. (Chemistry & Biology, 1997, 4(7), pgs. 497-505) do 
not teach or fairly suggest the claimed method of detecting the presence of an analyte wherein 
the pore-subunit polypeptides is a modified pore-subunit polypeptide comprising a pore-subunit 
polypeptide covalently linked to an exogenous sensing moiety.
